Anti- 
submarine Wait-ire. lluing ■■riuilli-mirckni" capable makes RENTZ uniquely qualified to protect 
Battle Groups. Amphibious Task Forces, military & merchant shippinj or operates 
independently, RENTZ is also capable of Visit. Board, Search and Secure. Counter Narcotics 
and surveillance operations. 

RENTZ' Comhat System is a computerized command and control system which Fully 
integrates the thip'% icnsors and weapon* to instantaneously recognUe. evaluate and react to 
potential threats with minimal human intervention. 

The ship's main propulsion system consists of two gas lunW engines, originally denned 
for use on the DC 10 and C 5 Galaxy aircraft, adapted for shipboard use. She is also equipped 
with 2 auxiliary propulsion units, each a intractable. 350 horsepow. er electrically driven motor* 
which aft used for emergency propulsion and for precision maneuvering when mooring to or 
getting underway from & pier.
